MONEY MARKET AND COMMERCIAL INTEL- 
| LIGENCE. 


(WRITTEN SPECIALLY FOR THE IRISH TIMES.) 
Dublin, Monday Evening. 

The London Stock Market remained to-day at Satur- 
day s rates, the prevalence of fine weather throughout 
the country generally counteracting the gloomy feel- 
ing on the subject of Continental politics. Here the 
Funds were rather weaker than on Saturday, and but 
little business was transacted. 

In the Joint-Stock Banks there were not any deal- 
ings; Hibernians were in request at the last value, sel- 
lers demanding a considerable advance; Nationals were 
offering at the previous quotatien, the buying price 
leaving a wide margin. There was a rather rapid re- 
ac ion from the equally rapid advance in Royals, which 
were on sale to-day at £274, being a reduction of three- 
eights on last price; buyers tendered one-half less. 

Atiantics again gave way slightly, but there was not 
any disposition to press sales. City of Dublin Shares 
were in request, as were also Dublin and Glasgows, for 
» which par was again offered. British and Irish were 
on sale at last priee ; and an enhanced rate was offered 
for Dundalk Steam. 

In Mincs, the dealings were in General Mines and 
in Mining Co. of Ireland, both of which Securities 
realised the last value in each case, the latter closing 
strongly; the small Mining Shares were quite neglected. 

In the Miscellaneous Class, the principal feature is 
an advance in National [usurance to the unusual extent 
of 44 10s per share, the improvement beingedue to 
an announcement that the affairs ot the Company had 
been submitted to an eminent London actuary, who had 
made a most favourable report of them. Patriotics 
supported their recent improvements. 

The tone of the Railway market Was not near so 
firm as recently. Great Southern Stock gave way one 
quarter per cent., but closed steadily. Midlands realised 
last value, and appeared firm. Belfast and Northern 
Counties, Dublin and Beliasts, and Irish South Eest- 
erns, were on sale. The nominal prices in Dublin and 
Wicklows were £54 to £53, and in Newry and Warren- 
pointe £65 á to £7. 

In Preterence Securities there was considerable ac- 
tivity. Cork and Bandon 54 per Cents. made a slight 
advance. Dublin and Wexford 6 per Cents. and Dun- 
dalk and Enniskillen 5 per Cents. (of the Class A) also 
advanced to the extent of one-eighth in both cases. 
Great Southern Stock declined three-eights per cent, 
at which rate there were buyers at the close. London- 
derry and Enniskillen 5 per Cents. (issue of 1849 and 
1851) realised last rate. 

The directars of the Newry and Rostrevor Company 
recommend a ‘dividend at the rate of one per cent. for
